MILK OF GOOD FLAVOR has a pleasant, slightly sweet 
taste, smooth feeling in the mouth, and no odor. Do your 
part in increasing milk sales by constantly producing milk of 
the highest quality. Keep the following table as a reference. 


AIDS IN PREVENTING OFF-FLAVORS AND ABNORMAL MILK 


Off-Flavor

Condition Description 


Rancid Butterfat breaks down in raw 
milk. Acid degree value (ADV) 
rises to high levels. ADV 
values shown below:

all equipment milk touches. 


.Clean cows’ udders thor- 


oughly before milking. 


. Adhere to the strictest pos- 


sible sanitation practices in 
the daily operation. 


. Improve forage program. 
. Use pasture spray program, 
. Supplement pasture pro- 


= with hay and silage. 
move cows from pasture 
to hay or silage 4-5 hours 
before milking. 


- Employ a complete cleaning 


and sanitation program 
daily. 


. Keep milk cold (Below 40 


degree I.) 


. Eliminate onions from pas- 


ture with a proper spray 
program. 


. Feed silage immediately af- 


ter milking but never within 
2 hours before milking.

Guernsey Breeders Visit 


Quail Roost and 


Croasdatle Farms 


A GROUP OF 96 Guernsey breed- 
ers from Canada visited the Durham, 
N.C. area on April 4, 1970. The tour 
was arranged by Don MacKenzie, 
secretary-treasurer of the Canadian 
Guernsey Breeders’ Association, 368 
Woolwich Street, Guelph, Ontario, 
Canada. 

George Watts Hill, owner of Quail 
Roost Farm, Rougemont, N.C., and 
chairman of the board of Central 
Carolina Bank, Durham, was host for 
the tour. Mr. Hill met the group at 
Raleigh-Durham Airport as it arrived 
on a charter flight, Saturday morning. 
The tour lasted one day. 

One of the highlights of the tour of 
particular interest to the cattlemen 
was the inspection of the Quail Roost 
Farm Guernsey herd. 

The Quail Roost Hunt Club was 
organized in 1875 by officials of the 
various tobacco companies then living 
in and around Durham. Among the 
members was Mr. Washington Duke

and his two sons, Benjamin and Buch- 
anan, who gave Duke University and 
the Duke Endowment. 

Gerard Watts, Mr. Hill’s great- 
grandfather, is listed as a member of 
The American Guernsey Cattle Club in 
the first Herd Register. He operated a 
large purebred Guernsey dairy farm 
near Baltimore, Md., for many years. 
Some of the cattle at Quail Roost are 
descendants of his herd. 

Eight hundred thirty-two acres were 
purchased and a clubhouse was built, 
which is now the manager’s residence. 
They obtained the exclusive hunting 
privilege on the adjoining 10,000 acres 
by agreeing to pay the land taxes for 
the farmers. The tobacco officials and 
their friends spent many fall days 
hunting the bobwhite, as the quail is 
known in this part of the country. 

In 1926, the hunt club was dis- 
solved and Watts Hill became the sole 
owner. The farm was enlarged to 
1,748 acres and converted into a 


Guernsey dairy farm. There were 48 
purebred Guernsey cows milked in 
what is now the main barn at Quail 
Roost. The famous bull, High Prince 
Maxim, was purchased and became the 
foundation sire for the “Maxim” 
breeding line. W. W. Fitzpatrick, who 
introduced the GOLDEN GUERNSEY 
Milk throughout the United States, 
became the farm manager and develop- 
ed a top Guernsey herd at Quail 
Roost. During the 1930s and early 
1940s, the Quail Roost Maxim Sale 
was held at the farm each May. The 
sale became recognized as one of the 
outstanding Guernsey sales in the 
country and was usually listed among 
the top 10 sales. At the sale in 1945, 
Quail Roost Noble Primrose was sold 
at auction for $17,000 and went on to 
be judged as grand champion at the 
1948 National Dairy Show. 

Two years ago Rowland Beauvais 
took over the management of the 
Quail Roost herd. Improvements have

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been made to the facilities, several 
barns reorganized and the herd has 
been strengthened through numerous 
purchases, including “Elvira” and 
“Vera” purchased at auction. Manager 
Beauvais also purchased, in 1968 at 
public auction in Canada, the top bull, 
Tannery Hill Floret’s Command, the 
highest price bull ever sold at public 
auction in Canada. 

The milking herd has been increased 
to 180 head and there are approxi- 
mately 400 head of purebred Guern- 
sey cattle on the farm. A herd number- 
ing 150 Herefords is also maintained. 
All 3,500 tons of silage, corn and small 
grain are produced on the farm. The 
milk of over 5,000 Ibs. per day is sold 
as GOLDEN GUERNSEY to the local 
cooperative, Long Meadow Dairy. The 
Herd Improvement Register lactation 
average for the past year was 10,800 
Ibs. milk, 520 Ibs. fat on 166 records. 

Mr. and Mrs. Hill lived on the farm 
for 25 years, and following their move 
to Chapel Hill seven years ago, they 
gave their home, the Quail Roost 
House, to the University of North 
Carolina as a conference center. 

Among the animals on display for 
the Canadian visitors were: Tannery 
Hill Floret’s Command, top bull sold 
at public auction in Canada for 
$13,500 in 1968, born November 12, 
1967, by Gayoso View Top Command 
and out of Brooknill R.B. Floret; 
Tannery Hill Fabulous Vera, E—92% 
as a four-year-old, top female sold at 
public auction for $6,800 in 1968, and

V-Shaped Hopper Saves Bedding 
In Loafing Shed 


“THIS SELF-FEEDING V-shaped 
hopper for bedding in our loafing stalls 
is the best labor and cost-saving idea 
on the farm,” reports Ken Winters, 
Winters Brothers Dairy, Yakima Coun- 
ty, Washington. 

He and his brother, Willard, ex- 
extension dairy specialist at Washing- 
ton State University, have installed the 
hopper for bedding and stalls in one of 
their new outdoor loafing sheds. It’s 
an idea that Al Estep, Washington 
State University Area Extension dairy- 
man at Vancouver, Wash., picked up in 
Oregon on a dairy farm and has been 
researched by the Animal Science 
Department at Washington State Uni- 
versity. 

“It is practically an automatic 
system of bedding with shavings once 
you get the V-shaped hopper filled,” 


points out Ken Winters, “because we 
raised the plywood sides high enough 
off the ground to let the shavings 
make a small cone through the spacing 
left between the two sides, and the 
cows gradually work this back into the 
stall to keep them dry and clean.” 

The Winters brothers have 64 
loafing stalls they have kept bedded 
for 12 months with a hopper at a 
savings cost of about $5 per cow. In an 
adjoining loafing shed that is open 
with a mound of shavings for another 
64 cows, the bedding bill has been 
about $15 for a year or triple the cost 
with the V-shaped hopper. 

“In fact, the lumber for the loafing 
stalls and the hopper averaged about 
$11.50 per stall,” said Ken Winters. 
“So, we will nearly pay for the stalls 
the first year with the saving in 
bedding and labor costs.” 

“The cows with the shavings in the 
hopper stay cleaner, have less udder 
trouble, and we can milk them faster 
because we spend less time washing 
them before milking,” stresses Willard 
Winter. 

The V-shaped hopper is made of 
three-quarter-inch exterior shop grade 
plywood four feet wide. You can cut 
an eight-foot piece in the middle, or 
use a 10-foot piece and the extra foot 
in heighth on the hopper will hold 
more bedding. The plywood sections 
fit in a groove and can be lifted out if 
a cow becomes down in the stall. 
Then, kick the shavings out of the 
way, and the cow can have more room 
to get up and walk through. 


“The V-shaped hopper also acts as a 
restrainer to the cow as she enters the 
stall and causes her to stop a little 
quicker and lay down closer to the 
curb,” points out Estep. “Hence, she 
still has plenty of room for her head 
after she lays down, but there is less 
manure in the stalls.” 

Estep adds that you can change the 
length of stalls by changing the size of 
the V-shaped hopper if you change 
breed of cows. Also, you can buy 
shavings in the summer when they are 
most plentiful and store them in the 
hopper. 

The size of a standard loafing stall is 
about four feet wide and seven feet-six 
inches long for Holsteins and seven 
feet long for Guernseys. A two- by 
eight-inch plank is used for the curb at 
the rear of the stall. 

This suggestion from Willard Winters 
if you plan to build a V-shaped 
bedding hopper: “We have lost some 
shavings on windy days, so we plan to 
add a two- by 12-inch board in the 
center of the V-opening at ground 
level and will raise the ends and sides 
of the hopper to cut this loss of real 
dry shavings.” He also thinks the 
hopper may work with chopped straw, 
but has not tried it yet.

Roland Ripley Wins 
New York Outstanding 
Young Farmer Award 


ROLAND RIPLEY, Cortland, N. Y., 
was recognized as one of three Out- 
standing Young Farmers in the state 
by the New York Jaycees at their con- 
vention in Albany on Saturday, Janu- 
ary 31. He was named first alternate 


in the state contest and received an en- 


graved plaque at the awards banquet. 
He was sponsored by the Owasco Val- 
ley Jaycees in Moravia. 

Roland Ripley, 30-year-old Cayuga 
County dairyman, has been farming 
full time since he graduated from high 
school. He was active in 4H and FFA 
while he was in school and had a small 
dairy herd established when he gradu- 
ated in 1957. Three years later, he was 
awarded the American Farmer Degree 
by the Future Farmers of America. 

Roland has developed an outstand- 
ing herd of 70 registered Guernsey 
dairy cattle, with about 40 head of 
milking age. His latest herd average is 
12,141 pounds of milk per cow per 
year and 606 pounds of butterfat, 
which is nearly twice the average of his 
original herd. This production average 
ranked highest for Guernsey herds in 
Cayuga County and second highest 
among Guernsey herds in New York 
for butterfat production. 

Last March Roland had his milking 
herd classified by The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club, with two cows 
rating Excellent, the highest category 
possible (over 90 points). Twenty-four 
were rated in the Very Good classifi- 
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cation (85-90 points), with the herd 
averaging nearly 86 points. This ranks 
his herd among the top herds in the 
state. One of his cows has recently 
been awarded the Gold Star Dam rec- 
ognition based on the high production 
and above average type rating of at 
least three daughters. This cow is a 
descendant of the first cow that Ro- 
land owned. His former herd sire, 
Wandering Brook J.V. Curtiss, has also 
been recognized as a Gold Star Sire on 
the high production and type classifi- 
cation of his daughters. 

The Ripley farm consists of 300 
acres on which he grows alfalfa for 
hay, and corn for silage and grain for 
his herd. He has successfully experi- 
mented with direct seeding of alfalfa, 
as compared with the normal practice 
of seeding with a companion crop of 
oats or wheat. 

Emphasis is placed on growing high 
quality crops with proper fertilization 
and weed control to obtain higher 
milk production. Roland feels that his

most profitable new practice is the 
harvesting of early cut hay to provide 
high protein roughage for his herd. 


A profitable one-man operation has 
been developed with the use of labor 
saving equipment, including a barn 
cleaner, silo unloader, bulk milk tank, 
a kicker attachment for his hay baler, 
and larger machinery to do more work 
faster. He has also modernized the in- 
side of his barn by installing tie-stalls 
for his cows and constructing an addi- 
tion to his barn with individual calf 
stalls. 


Roland is active in many farm and 
community activities. His activities in- 
clude serving as a 4-H leader and as an 
active member of the Dresserville Bap- 
tist Church where he has served as dea- 
con, trustee and Sunday School teach- 
er. He has also been instrumental in 
the recent construction of a substan- 
tial addition to the church building. 


Roland is a member of Cayuga 
County Extension Service; Cayuga 
County Dairy Herd Improvement 
Association, in which he has served as 
director; Eastern A.I. (Cortland Co.) 
where he has been vice-president and 
district delegate. He also is a member 
of the Guernsey Sire Selection Com- 
mittee for Eastern A.I. Roland is a 
member of The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club, the New York State 
Guernsey Breeders’ Co-op., Inc., and 
the Finger Lakes Guernsey Breeders’ 
Association, of which he has served as 
director and treasurer for six years.

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Boe Ridge Farm

MR. AND MRS. RUEBEN BOE, 
Calmar, Iowa, soon will be holding a 
dispersal sale and selling their herd of 
Guernseys. It will probably be a very 
unhappy day for Rueben and Ruth as 
their Boe Ridge Guernseys march 
through the sale ring. One thing for 
certain is they will never have any bet- 
ter care and treatment than they had 
at the Boes. Unless you really know 
the Boe family and realize all the 
stumbling blocks they have had strewn 
in their path in developing the Boe 
herd, you cannot appreciate their out- 
standing love for the Guernsey cow. 
Rueben and Ruth try to do everything 
together and as Ruth said,“‘it’s not me, 
it’s we.” Rueben had the misfortune 
to lose partial use of his left arm and 
left leg in addition to losing a great 
deal of his hearing, about 20 years ago. 
This was due to a brain tumor on 
which the surgeons at Mayo Clinic 
operated and checked the infection 
with the use of one of the new drugs, 
at that time, called penicillin. How- 
ever, he never lets his handicaps bother 
him and his friendly attitude and 
cheerful smile is always there when we 
drive into the yard. 

Rueben graduated from _ Illinois 
Dental School, Chicago, in 1926. 
From 1927 to 1930, he worked with 
two lowa dentists, Joe Schneberger, 
Ossian, and Hugo Schneberger, Spen- 
cer. Prior to his dental training he had 
attended Iowa State College in 1920 
and 1921 in the School of Agriculture. 

The urge to return to the soil and 
the family farm at Calmar was too 
much for the young dentist. In 1932, 
Rueben returned to Boe Acres which 
his grandfather and his grandfather’s 
brother had homesteaded around the 
year 1850. Rueben purchased 10 grade 
Guernsey heifers in 1933 from the La- 
Crosse County Guernsey Breeders’ As-

sociation through their secretary and 
Rueben’s friend, Vilas Young, West 
Salem, Wisconsin. 

In 1934, Rueben met and married 
Ruth Gunderson, a young lady who 
moved to lowa from the badlands of 
South Dakota. Ruth smiles broadly 
when she says, “I came from the bad- 
lands, now you know the reason I am 
like I am.” Ruth lost her mother when 
she was only one and one-half years 
old. Her father, Casper Gunderson, 
with the kind help of her Grand- 
mother Gunderson, raised her. She 
started working on a farm at the age of 
14 where her great love for cattle was 
developed. Ruth’s interest, dedication 
and spirit runs over and it is a joy to 
visit with this interesting, hard- 
working lady. 


In 1952 the Boes, being impressed 
with their grade Guernseys and the dis- 
position of the Guernsey cow, pur- 
chased nine foundation head of regis- 
tered Guernseys for $3,400, most of 
which were bred by Clyde Potter, 
Fredericksburg, Iowa. After getting 
the animals home, one died of bloat. 
“They were expensive cows then,” 
Rueben said, “but we sold the last one 
at 14 years of age in 1964, so they 
proved to be a very good buy.” 


The present herd traces to a cow 
named Mollie Lu which Mr. Potter 
retained at the time of the sale of the 
nine head to the Boes. Midget’s Mary 
Ann, granddaughter of “Lu” had nine 
daughters whose descendants make up 
most of the Boe Ridge herd at this 
time. 

They have classified nine times and 
have been on official test for a number 
of years. In addition, they have 
shown their cattle in the county, 
district, and state fairs and at the 
Dairy Cattle Congress, Waterloo. They

have been active in district and state 
Guernsey activities, showing much 
concern for the business of all Guern- 
sey organizations including The Ameri- 
can Guernsey Cattle Club. Their DHIR 
herd average on 35 completed records 
in 1969, was 11,610 — 526 — ME — 
305 — 2x. One of their proud achieve- 
ments was the breeding of the Excel- 
lent cow, Boe Ridge F. Jeanette, Ex- 
cellent three times with 12,690 — 613 
— 6DHIR — 305 — 2x. She is by 
“Flash” and has a son by “King Hal” 
in service at Boe Ridge. 

Boe Ridge Farm uses loose housing 
and a double four stall herringbone 
milking parlor. Mrs. Boe does all the 
milking and assists considerably in the 
spring and summer with the field 
work. They have been selling their 
golden milk under the label to the 
Golden Guernsey Market at 
Anderson-Erickson, Des Moines, lowa. 

Rueben and Ruth built a new home 
on the farm in 1963. It is all electri- 
cally heated and they have enjoyed it 
a great deal. 

Some of the sires Rueben men- 
tioned that were instrumental in in- 
creasing the production and giving bet- 
ter type were Curtiss Candy Butter- 
finger, Maple Leaf Rocky, Mulhoca- 
way Butterfat King Hal, Curtiss Candy 
Count Curtiss and Fritzlyn Jeanette’s 
Flash. One of the earlier purchases 
from Mr. Potter, Roselites Althea, had 
five daughters which all classified 
above the line. One daughter, Boe 
Ridge Pharoah Anabel, had a lifetime 
production in 11 lactations of 135,470 
Ibs. milk and 5,610 Ibs. fat. Another 
daughter, Boe Ridge Dukes Avis, in 
eight lactations had 103,420 Ibs. milk 
and 4,084 Ibs. fat. 

One remark that Ruth made was, 
“Mr. Colebank and Mr. Chambers did- 
n't think much of our herd in 1957 
and before they drove on down the 
road, they caught quite a few of my 
sarcastic barbs. However, our classifi- 
cation score has come up every year 
since.” 

It has been a pleasure and an inspir- 
ation to have known Rueben and Ruth 
and to have been associated with them 
in the Guernsey field work.

Bettina. 


James B. Guess Jr. Memorial Trophy, awarded to the Ist prize “Best Three Females” shown at the 
official South Carolina Guernsey Show — must be bred and owned by the exhibitor. The winner was 
Myrtledale Farm, showing Myrtledale Prince Alpha, Myrtledale Prince Honey, and Myrtledale Nance 
Leader. 


Tom Cooley Trophy, awarded to the Junior Champion Female at the official Guernsey show, open 
competition, not limited to South Carolina exhibitor. The winner was Myrtledale Prince Alpha, owned 
by Myrtledale Farm. 


PRODUCTION CONTINUES TO INCREASE 


In the 4 states of Alabama, Florida, Georgia and South Carolina, we had 271 more cows on DHIR test on 
January 1, 1970, than we had January 1, 1965. Florida, with an increase of 105 cows, came into this 
group last year. We think the trophy program has stimulated interest in improved production. 


A review of the DHIA testing program in South Carolina for a six-year period — 


1964.. 3 herds had averages of 10,000 Ibs. or better 
1965... 4 herds had averages of 10,000 Ibs. or better 
1966.. 6 herds had averages of 10,000 Ibs. or better 
1967.. 9 herds had averages of 10,000 Ibs. or better 
1968 .. 13 herds had averages of 10,000 Ibs. or better 
1969 . . 16 herds had averages of 10,000 Ibs. or better 


In this 6-year period, only 4 herds in South Carolina that had attained a 10,000 lb. average have been 
dispersed. One of those, Green Fields Farm, owned by Dr. C. R. Hinson, Bennettsville, S. C., dispersed 
the milking herd and bred heifers in August of 1967. The open heifers were retained, additional heifers 
were purchased, and the Green Field Farm herd is again knocking at the 10,000 Ib. door with an average 
of 9861 Ibs. milk on 63 head, made up primarily of first and second calf heifers. 


We have been emphasizing increased production for the past 6 years, with the following results, which we 
think most significant:

AFTER A LAPSE of several years, 
the Lancaster County Guernsey Breed- 
ers’ Association held a farm tour to 
York County on April 10. Forty-five 
interested breeders and guests were on 
this bus tour. 

The first stop was at the Harry 
Blessing Farm, Wrightsville. Harry 
milks 90 cows in a conventional stall 
barn with a dumping station. Harry 
and his two sons, Wayne and Robert, 
always have their barn and cows in 
show condition. The herd consistently 
averages over 10,000 Ibs. milk, and 
they are classified routinely. 

The next stop was at Lehman Bros., 
Wrightsville, where they have a con- 
ventional stall barn and pipeline for 86 
cows. They have automatic feeding at 
the stalls for the silage. Their herd 
consistently averages over 10,000 Ibs. 
milk for the 100 cows they milk. Mr. 
Lehman operates this farm with the 
help of his two sons, Ellsworth and 
Robert. 

The next stop was out of York 
County at the farm of Lester Van 
Arsdale and Sons, Biglerville. He has a 
stall barn and pipeline milker for 68 
cows, but milks approximately twice 
this number. He has a free stall loafing 
barn with controlled environment, and 
automatic feeding of silage and hay 
where half the cows continually spend 
half of the time. Mr. Van Arsdale’s 
herd averages around 10,000 Ibs. milk. 

The group then went on to the farm 
of Harold Good, Airville. He has a 
stanchion barn accommodating around 
60 head. He too milks twice that 
number with half the cows in a loafing 
shed. All the cows consume their 
roughage from automatic feeding from 
a silo. The herd average was the 
highest of any one of the herds with a 
10,628 Ibs. milk and 529 Ibs. fat 
average. 

The last visit was to the farm of 
Melvin Wessel, Airville. He milks 150 
cows in two milking parlors, each with 
a picture window so that the milker 
can view the beautiful York County 
hills. Mr. Wessel shows his cows at the 
National Guernsey Show, Columbus, 
Ohio and the International Show in 
Chicago, as well as various fairs and 
shows in Pennsylvania. He had his 
purple and blue ribbon winners, in- 
cluding five daughters of Gayoso View 
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Top Command, in stalls to show the 
group. 

The tour was under the direction of 
Melvin R. Stoltzfus, Ronks, chairman, 
assisted by Jesse Balmer, Lititz, and 
Raymond Witmer, Willow Street.
